The  UCP  is  a "one-stop"  shop  certification  procedure  that  will  eliminate  the  need  for  DBE  firms  to 
obtain  certification  from  multiple  agencies  within  the  state. 

The  California  UCP  has  established  four  Regional  DBE  Certification  Clusters  throughout  the  state 
designated  by  geographical  boundaries  to  effectively  facilitate  statewide  DBE  certification 
activities.  During  the  months  of  October  2001  and  November  2001,  the  California  UCP  will 
conduct  public  meetings  within  each  cluster  throughout  the  state  to  inform  DBE  certified  firms  of 
the  new  UCP  process.
